WASHINGTON — No matter how 
sopliisticated government testing of meat 
and poultry becomes, the sheer volume 
produced in <\merica may make it impos- 
sible to detect alt dangerous bacteria in 
food, iaspectors say. 

‘There Ls probably no way to absolute- 
ly foolproof this process," Agriculture 
Secretary Dan Glickman .said this week. 

For example, the Hudson Foods Co. 
ground hcef plant in Nebraska, shut 
down this iveck during a federal probe 
into E. coli contamination, had been pro- 
ducing up to 3 million pounds of frozen 
hamburger every week.

Hudson Foods has 
long list of violations 


WASHINGTON — Hudson 
Foods Inc, the Rogers, /Vk.. com- 
pany that is recalling 25 million 
pounds of poicnlially tainted 
ground beef, has a “long history" 
of violating employee safety and 
health standard-^, according to 
the U.S. Occupational Safety and ' 
Health Administration. 

Since July 1972, the company’s 
facilities have been inspected 84 
times in U states by both state 
and federal officials, and they 
found violations in "the vast 
majority” of the inspections, the 
agency said in a'statcmcni 
Friday. Thu agency has asses.sed 
a total of S4S4.498 in civil penal- 
ties since the company started in 
1972, alihouglt $332,500 of those 
fines were proposed earlier this 
year and arc being contested by 
the company. 

Until this month's beef recalls, 
however, Hudson Foods lind a 
relatively trouble-free liisiory 
with the U.S. Agriculture 
Department, officials with the 
Food Safety Inspection Service 
said. 

Hie most .serious previous inci- 
dent tvns a 1995 recall of ground 
turkey from Hudson’s Springfield, 
Mo., plant follmving the reported 
discovery of small bits of bone in a 
few package.s. A total of 3.9 mil- 
lion pounds of turkey were volun- 
tarily tvithdmivn in two separate 
actions, in an episode that was 
linked tu an improperly calibrat- 
ed dcMning mauiinc. 

In the past 25 years, Hudson 
Food.s ha.s grown from a regional 
family business to a national 
powerhouse in the meat process- 
ing industry, with $1.4 billion in 
annual sales and a growing list of 
well-known retail clients. Along 
the way, the company has 
enriched shareholders and 
turned its founder, a former 
Ralston Purina Co. salesman 
named James T. “Red" Hudson, 
into a muliimillionuire. 

But the company has been 
cited numerous times by goveni- 
ment workplace safety inspec- 
tors. On July 22, OSHA proposed 
penalties of $332,500 for what 
the agency called “willful, seri- 
ous and repeat violations of 
worker safety requirenienis” at 
its Noel, Mo., poultry processing 
plant. That would be a large fine 
by OSHA standards because 
most propo.sed penalties arc less 
than $10,000. 

“By repeatedly endangering it.s 
employees’ lives, Hudson Foods 
brought these penalties on 
it.self,” Litbor Secretaiy Ale.\is M. 
Herman .stiid in ibe statement. 

Tim Hackler, a company 
sirokesman, said that — the Noel 


fine excepted — the penalties 
assessed by OSHA over tlie years 
arc not substantial. 

“The fact that OSHA put out 
the press release late on a Friday 
gives us little time for the kind of 
thorough research on this that we 
would like,” Hackler said. "But 
wc suspect that a total of 
$122,000 in fines over 25 years is 
not a particularly egregious fig- 

Accordijtg to OSHA, Hudson 
Foods has buen cited over the 
years for blocked fire exits, 
obstructed aLsIcs, failure to teach 
employees how to protect them- 
selves from hazardous chemicaLs, 
lack of guards on such equip- 
ment as meat-cutting .saws and 
dehoning machines and lack of 
training in the use of personal 
pruiective equipment. 

Blocked or restricted fire exits 
are "a serious violation,” said 
OSHA spokesman Stephen 
Gaskill. “It's something there's 
never an excuse for, and must 
employers understand that.” In 
1991, & workers svcrc killed when 
n (ire broke out in n pouliry-pro- 
ces.sing plant in Hamlet, N.C., and 
investigators later said that some 
of the deaths occurred because 
fire exits had been locked. 

Hackler .said the Noel citneion 
stemmed from drip pans at the 
facility that hung from the ceil- 
ing about one foot lower than 
OSHA allows. "Hudson Foods 
believes that such a situation 
clearly docs not constitute a 
blocked exit,” he said. 

Twice last year, OSHA cited 
the Columbus, Neb., plant where 
the tainted hamburger was 
proccs-sed. In April 19%, OSHA 
said it found 16 minor violation!;, 
such as tile lack of written eme^ 
gentry plans for htiKirdous wtusie 
operations. In October, it found 
two “.seriou.s" violations, report- 
ing that the plant’s exits did not 
meet stifety standtirds. 

In all, 19 Hudsoh Foods facili- 
ties have been cited by 0,‘4HA 
over the past 25 years, including 
plants in Missouri, Arkansas, 
Maryland and seven other 
states.

WASHINGTON — In spite of 
meat recalls, scientific advances' 
and stepped up plant inspections, 
the federal government cannot 
ensure Americans’ food is free of 
dangerous bacteria. And experts 
say it probably will never be able 
to. 

Scientists cannot keep up with 
the disease-causing toxin that 
killed three Oregon toddlers in 
1993 and sickened at least IS 
Coloradans this summer. The 
toxin is carried by the common E. 
coli bacterium, which seems to be 
developing new forms faster than 
scientists can develop tests to 
tract- them or treatments to stop 
them. 

The toxin surfaced in ground 
meat again this summer and is at 
least 10 times more potent than 
other common food-borne dis- 
ca.ses. A tiny amount can cause a 
nasty bout of intestinal illness — 
as well us kidney failure, brain 
damage and even death in about 
one out, of every 4,000 people 
stricken. 

So the Iwitom line for shoppers 
remains the same as it was in 
Roman times: Caveat emptor. 
Buyer, lieware. 

“People are getting a false 
sense of security,” said epidemi- 
ologist Paul Mead of the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, “They believe the 
government will take care of 
them and secure a perfectly safe 
food supply. 

“In fact, the government can't 
do that. Consumers have to play 
an active role in protecting diem- 
selves." 

Under pressure from 
Agriculture Secretary Dan 
GHckman. one meat-packing 


plant took steps this week to 
recall suspect frozen hamburger

“durcs. 

But scientists at the CDC say 
none of this will get at the source 
of the problem: meat already

1982, when they began work on 
tests that can quickly identify E.

New tests, not yet widely 
used in industry, can spot the 
strain in about eight hours, said 
researcher David Atcheson of 
Tufts University-New England

Dianne Feinstein, D- 
Calif., who championed (he fed- 
eral assault weapon law, calls 
this situation intolerable. She 
says that when lawmakers 
passed the measure with some 
substantial compromises, they 
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underestimated the industry’s 
ingenuity. “They'll gci around 
_any- piece. of. Icgislaiion-to. ply_ 
their wares,” she says of the 
makers of semiautomatic assault 
weapons, which can hold large- 
capacity ammunition clips and 
have folding stocks making them 
easily conccalablc and fla^ sup- 
pressors to hide barrel flame. 

“Here we have the perfect 
weapon for someone who wants 
to go against the police, for the 
grievance killer, for the drug traf- 
fickers and for the drivc-by shoot- 
ers. That’s what these weapons 
arc designed for," she says. "To 
me, their indiscriminate sale 
makes no sense at all in a civi- 


lized sodcty.’’

COLEBROOK, N.H. (AP) — 
When Cnrl Drega rattled into 
town in his battered orange 
truck, people got out of his way. 

Everyone said he was danger- 
ous — he even brandished u siuil- 
gun whenever he walked to his 
own mailbox. Most figured it was 
just a matter of time before the 
62-year-old recluse exploded. 

Even so, it’s hard to believe the 
extent of his fury. Five people 
are dead, a hidden bomb factory 
on Drega’s property has been dis- 
mantled and his house in the 
woods is a charred ruin.

In retrospect, it was clear 
Drega was planning something 
deadly. Police found weapons, 
ammunition, gunpowder and 
ingredients for pipe bombs stock- 
piled on his land, along with 
books on building bombs and 
booby traps, and a fire-resistant 
bunker stocked with canned food 
and ammunition. 


Directly across the road from 
Dregn’s driveway, Gary and 
Slicrrey Phillips wonder whai 
part they might have played in 
whatever Drega had in mind. 

They used to duck inside wlieii 
they saw Drega crossing the road 
with his gun to check his mail 
box in from of their house.

in die Chicago neighborhood that 
once was its own dty, created and 
owned by the Pullman company. 

The porters fought for 12 years 


with what was then one of the 
most pow^ul U.S. companies to 
win their labor contract 

The lengthy process made a 
legend of their leader, A. Philip 
Randolph, who’s credited with 
beginning the civil rights move- 
■ mem by threatening to march on 
Washiagtonduring World War II 
to demand jobs for blacks in the 
defense industries. He succeeded 
tvithout holding the march. 

The company had been started 
by George Pullman, who began 
leasing his passenger cars to the 
railroads in 1867 and hired newly 
freed slaves to work on them.

Three large tents iiousing six i 
families each were burned with | 
tlie occupants inside. Other vic- 
tims were hacked or shot to 
death. 

Several survivors among the 
8.000 refugees in the pmp near 
the town of Gisenyi said the 
attackers were singing as they 
arrived. 

Enraged Tutsis were reported 
to have set fire to Hutu homes in 
retaliation for Friday's attack, 
and some Hutus were said to 
have been killed.

The Rwandan army has denied 
charges that it abuses Hutu civil- 
ians in its campaign to destroy 
tlie Hutu insurgency. 

• Tlie refugees at Mudende camp 
had fled attacks by exiled Hutu 
soldiers and militiamen who were 
living in refugee camps just 
inside the former Zaire. The 
Tutsis had been living in the 
Masisi region for more than a 
century. 

After a Hutu government- 
orchestrated slaughter in 1994 in 
which at least 500,000 minon» 
Tutsis tverc butchered, hundreds 
of thousands of Rwanadan Hutus, 
including soldiers and militia- 
men, fled to Congo. 

Congo's Masisi region is still 
highly volatile and serves as a 
staging ground for rebels attack- 
ing both Rwanda and Uganda. 

Col, Knytimba Nyamwasa, in 
charge of military operations in 
northwestern Rwanda, said the 
attackers included several local 
Hutus employed by the private 
aid agencies who ran the camp 
for the U.N. refugee agency.

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Russia renews space program commitment 


Argentine beef heads to 
U.S.; 1st time in 67 years 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — I’etlro Sahiberry, a ruddy- 
faced cowboy, has nothing but 
sympatiiy for those who have not 
tasted a fine Argentine steak, 
preferably washed down with a 
full-lHtdied red wine. 

"Call me arrogant, but nothing 
compares to Argentine meat,” 
the gaucho said as he eyed a 
champion AlK-rdccn /\ngus at an 
exhibition. “Everybody should 
try it at least once in their life.” 

In recent years, that pleasure 
has been mostly found within 
Argentina, due to a partial export 
ban stemming from outbreaks of 
hoof and mouth disease. In May, 
the country was declared free of 
the disease. 

Now the red moat Argentines 
arc so fiercely proud of will be 
put to a crucial test: I'or the first 
time in 67 years, fresh and chilled 
beef will be exported this week 
to the United States. 

Exports to the United States 
will be limited initially to a 
20,000-ton annual quota — a fig- 
ure that Argentine officials hope 
to increase over the years. 

‘■lliis is more of symbolic than 
economic value," Agriculture 
Secretary Eelipc Sola .said in an 
interview. “By exporting to the 
United States, our profile tvill be 
a lot higlier and that will open up 
new markets worldwide.” 
Lucrative markets such as 
Japan and South Korea won’t be 
accessible until Argentina no 
longer needs to vaccinate cattle 
to avoid foot-and-mouth dhsease. 
but that could be just n few years 
away, Sola said, .

“Clearly they’ve stretched 
themselves to the limit at this 
point,” said Marcia Smith, space 
policy specialist for the 
Congressional Research Service 
in Washington. 

“(But) they can keep it going as 
long as they want to," she said of 
Russia’s manned program. “It is, 
after all, simply a matter of gov- 
ernment spending priorities.” 

President Boris Yeltsin cra.sed 
any notion of liie program fading 
away in a nationwide radio 
address Friday before cosmo- 
nauts performed vita! repairs to 
help restore power to the dam- 
aged .space staiion.

An enraged President 
Tnunan told his Cabinet he would seek 
legislation auihorizing him to draft strik- 
ers into the military, and he almost deliv- 
ered a speech containing this line: "Let's 
put traasportation and production back 
to work, bang a feiv traitors, and make 
our country s,ife for democracy."

And where 
you ^d a concentradon of l^tior 
stores, you often Gnd the nci^ 
borhooid to be suffering from 
alcohoT-related sodal problons. 

Ihosc who care about commu- 
nity breakdown and crime should 
be trying to reduce the oonecn- 
tradon of places that sell alcohol 
The best point to begin this 
experiment is in poor, hign-enme 
neighborhoods where there are 
more liquor outlets per square 
mile than the deywide merage.

Donation 
boosts coffers

FILER - Saturday would've Iteen a 
great day for a power failure at the 
Twin Falls County Fairgrounds. 

More than 30 linemen from Idaho 
Power. Co. gathered at the rodeo arena 
to climb poles, splice wires and swap 
transformers in - what else? - a 
Lineman's Rodeo. 

Electrical linemen from as far away 
as Pocatello .and Payette competed with 
local heroes in a contest aimed at 
improving safety and service. Climbing 
power poles with a strap and hoot 
spikes is dangerous enough, but line- 
men mu.si confront higli-voltuge power 
lines when they get to the top. 

Idaho Power has held an annua! 
Lineman's Rodeo for the pa.st decade, 
but this was the first in the Magic 
Valley, said Jerome resident Ben 
McCool, who is the company’s cast 
region lines leader. 

"It's a chance for the guy-s to get out 
and bond a little," McOwl said, adding 
that cmpha.sis is on sjifety - not speed. 

“When we’re working, speed is the 
furthest thing from our minds," McCool 
sttid. 

Come rodeo lime, however, the 
emphasis is on speed. 

Nick Oliver, a brawny Caldwell resi- 
dent, gave a lesson in the climbing arts 
as he scurried up a 45-foot pole in the 
.speed climb. As specified by the rales, 
he carried a raw egg in a canvas bucket 
on the way up • and popped (he egg 
into Ills mouth for the descent. 

'Hie final 10 toot of his de.scent wx-rc 
essentially in free fall and Oliver, like 
many others, wound up >vith a ntouthful 
-of raw egg -which meant a 10-sccond 
time penalty and plenty of ribbing from 
his buddies, 'rite egg-in-tnouth re<iuirc- 
ment is meant to reward competitors 
with a soft touch. 

Afterwards, Oliver said the Zen of 
climbing is to keep butt and knees away 
from Ihe iJotc, thus forcing Ijooi spikes 
into the wtxid at an effective angle. 

“If you don't, you’re going down,” he 
.said matier-of-factly, 

Speed climbing is a good event for 
eager young linemen, McCool said, 
because "us older guy.s, who srarted 20 
years ago, aren't so fast anymore." 

All contc.stants iit Saturd.iy’s rodeo 
looked like they were built to hcai-y'- 
duly .specifications. Lean and muscular, 
they appeared to be made from cables 
and, despite the heat, everyone was 
decked out in leather boots, deniro 
jeans and sturdy shins. 

The only individual events were 
speed climbing and the b.ickhoe egg 
pick, which required backhoe operators 
to snatcii a raw egg from a pile of s.md 
without breaking the egg or collecting 
much strnd. AH other event.s- including 
the hurt-man re.scuc, insulator change- 
out and underground transformer icr- 
mination - were te.im events. 

Twin Falls resident George Knaup 
kept a sharp eyc'peelcd as he Judged 
the underground tran.sformer termina- 
tion competition. To the untrained eye, 
the contest appeared to revolve around 
taming a wild tangle of svires into a sin- 
gle, smooth bundle, llie teams worked

Mo(dern conveniences create changes in ‘cowboy way’

BURLEY - For as long as young boys 
and girls have sat wide-eyed ,ind watched 
John Wayne or Clint Eastwood ride the 
range, Americans have dreamed of going 
vvest to follow the “cowboy way.” 

It’s still a way of life in Cissia County, 
which in 1996 was the largest cattle-pro- 
ducing county in the state, but the 
lifestyle isn’t like the movies anymore. 
Automation and regulation have brought 
change tQ the range. 

Pete Mathews and his soris Lee and 
Frank, who, belong to the Point Springs 
Grazing Association, run about 250 head 
bf cattle on Bureau of Land Management 
ami U.S. Forest Service rangeland near 
Malta. 

Pete Mallicws is a third-generation cow- 
boy. He andhissoas have grown upon the 


ranch riding horses, roping iind branding 
iike their fathers and grnndfaihers Ireforc 
them. 

Pete Mathews won't hesitate to say an 
Idaho cowboy still works the range and 
brands his cattle, but says that's about the 
only similarity real life has to thuse old 
westerns. 

Many modern cowboys don’t ride horses 
but four-wheelers. They wield cellular 
phones instead of six-shooters. Some big- 
ger operations use helicopters to move 
lltcir herds. - 

The Mathewses say most ranchers put 
more miles on their tracks ilieti on their 
horses, the branding irons are electric and 
very few operations winter their herds on 
the open range, the practice in the old 
West.

Utah arms company 
keeps small-town flavor 


MOUNTAIN GREEN. Utah 
(AP) — Since 1964, Browning 
Arms has been as well camou- 
flaged as the hunting gear it selLs. 

There arono “Browning Arms, 
turn left" sigas on the interstate. 
There isn't even a sign in 
Mountain Green that boasts 
“Home of Browning Arms." Its 
buildings are screened hy trce.s, 
ibeir construction heavy on 
browns and bricks. 

The corporate offices feel casu- 
al and small town. 

Thu president, Don Guhel, 
doesn’t always wear a tic and 
sometimes answers bis own 
phone. The wood-paneled motif 
features stuffed animal heads 
and lots of pictures of wildlife 
and the company products. 

But it is a huge company. 
Broivning sells more than 400,000 
Browning and Winchester brand 
guns a year and is also the corim- 
rale headquarters of U.S. 
Repeating Aims. 

Browning is a “direct to retail" 
company, meaning it sells most of 
its products to retail stores, not to 
wholesalers. Everything is han- 
dled out of the Mountain Green 
offices. 

In a separate factory half n 
mile away 50 workers make 
numerous styles of bows that the 
company sells to hunters and tar- 
get shooters worldwide. 

Factories in Japan and 
Belgium make the rifles, pistols 
and target guns it sells. Other fac- 
tories around the world make the 
lines of clothing and camping 
gear that all Iwar the Browning, 
“Buck” s>-mlx)l. 

But it'.s all controlled right 
here. 

In the gun research center 
Brou-ninghasa staff of six skilled 
machinists who can build any 
gun from scratdi. 

Across the hallway, designers 
work on refining parts and 
designing the new products for 
the company’s extensive lipe of 
rifles and shotguns. De.signers 
and researchers are back and 
forth constantly, tweaking 
designs. 

Tile newest, the Browning Cold 
Hunter 3 1/2. was developed 
here. It’.s a gas openiled .semiau- 
lomiitic shotgun that can handle 
different lengths of shells with- 
out modification. 

“We hope it w-ill l>c a good sell 
er." Cobei said with considerable 
umlersiuiemeni. 

As with any rc.search shop, 
pieces of product lay everywhere. 
Disairded ports of guns arc hold- 
ing down stacks of paper on 
many desks and the shop fore- 
man is careful not to let visitors 
|<Kik too closely at components 
still lieing developed. 

Antique gun making tech- 
niques mix with modern meth- 
ods. Peter Sodoma’s office is typi- 
cal.

Production guns are bruinlly 
tested. Tiic company wants to 
make sure they fire when you 
pull the trigger, hut no other 
time. 

The guns are frozen, battered 
and fired repeatedly. Jensen said 
lie drops a gun from 4 feet onto a 
tile-covered concrete floor to 
make sure it doesn’t go off, tlign 
fires 10,000 rounds through it ;co 
make sure it does. 

A failure rate of anything 
more than I percent means the 
gun goes hack to the drawing 
board. 

The gun range is out back and 
they don't have any special 
machine to fire the bullets for 
them. Jemsen has to pull the trig- 
ger for each shot. It can take 
three days to fire off 10,000 
rounds. 

He has a rest he puts a rifle on 
to spare his shoulder, but that’s 
it.

ITD refuses to pay firm for seal coat

BOISE (AP) --The-Jdaho 
Transporliition Department still 
does not have the answer to why a 
seal coat turned into a Rooey mess, 
hut hopes to avoid being stuck 
with the bill. 

The deadline ended Friday for 
drivers to make claims for the 
state to pay to dean sticky tar off 
their cars. 

So far, the state has paid 
' $74,09954 for 440 claims. While p;iy- 
, ing for the deaning work, the Idaho 


Transportation Department has 
refused to pay Kloepfor Inc of Paul

“We’ve never seen anything 
like this before," department 
spokeswoman Leslie Jones Luzzi 
said. “It was a product never used 
in Idaho before, but it had been 
used successfully in other .states.” 
The seal coat contained a 
fast-curing polymer that was 
designed to quickly adhere to 
the road. However, when it was 
applied July 22, the seal coat 


never solidified and tires 
splashed the black mess inside 
convertibles, into boats and 
"the sidt^lircaf s and trucks'. 

“lliey should find who is rcsfwn- 
sii)Ie and have tliem pay fur it,” 
said Patty Fermantez, who had the 
seal coat splashed all over her 
1990 Miuda. 

Samples of the seal coat were 
sent to an independent lab and 
met s|K-cifications, Luui said.

“Back in the '60s you could buy 
a pickup for $5,000 and cattle 
prices were steady at a dollar. 
Now everything costs more and 
beef prices arc around 65 cents a 
pound," he said. 

Most ranching families feel 


increases at the higli school level. 

U.S. Education Secretary 
Rivard W. Riley stiid enrollment 
increases are expected to contin- 
ue unabated for the next decade, 
rising about 4 percent nationally 
by 2007. At that time increases 
are projected to peak at 54.3 mil- 
lion. 

Rising numbers will create a 
need for more .schools, Riley stiid. 

"School crowding is a local con- 
cern, but it has the potential to 
become a national crisis,” he 
said.

“They are creating laws with- 
out a tnie understanding of how 
we operate out here," he said. 
“They don’t know what the con- 
sequences will be for people out 
in the West."

With everything ranchers have 
to endure, a white-hat friendli- 
ness remains. Ranchers are t|uick 
to feed a stningei; a sandwich or 
talk football. Tliougli the cowboy 
image is a little tarnished, under- 
neath it, a tradition lives on. 

“There’s a lot of romance to 
ranching," Woodbury said. “It’s 
an honorable profe.ssion.”

ROYAL CITY, Wash. (AP) — 

The shabby migrant icnc-camps 
of the 1930s described in John 
Steinbeck’s “The Grapes of 
Wrath" might look pretty good to 
Roberto Pena and his 2G cumpa* 
trims on this scorched summer 
afternoon. 

Pena and his fellow cherry 
pickers speak no English, hut the 
public-health officials’ body lan- 
guage tells the migrant workers 
ihe>‘'re about to be evicted from 
their rude encampment of scrap 
wood, blue plastic tarp and dirty 
blankets here on the rolling 
plains of Eastern Wa.shinglon. 

“Es necesario?" Pena implorus 
state health official Natalie 
Gon^ez. 

"Si," she answers gently in 
Spani^ It is neceswry. 

The Mexicans’ camp, on the 
edge of farmer N. Singh Khcla's 
little cherry orchard, is illegal. 

• Gonzalez says. That’s why the 
workers are getting this unex- 
pected visit from state and Gram 
Couniv health and safety offi- 
cials. Khela is getting a citation 
fur operating an illegal camp 
near this central Washington 
town, about 150 miles east of 
Seattle on Washington 2G. 

The dusty camp, under a grove 
of trees, doesn’t meet health or 
safety codes. The younglnen heat- 
ing their lunch of tbrtillas and 
came on campfires ivili have to 
find someplace el-a.- lo stay after 
the long hot days piclobggherries. 

The state’ will help out, 
Gonzalez says, even paying for 
motel rooms fur a few days in 
Ephraia or .Moses Lake, both 
more than an hour north by car. 

Pena, a big man and the 
group’s leader, shrugs with disap- 
pointment. 

He knovvs it will lx; liard to find 
another place to camp. And he 
knows the long commute to a 
motel in their battered jalopies 
will mean less sleep if the work- 
ers are to start picking Khela's 
cherries at first lifdH- It also tvill 
eat up money for gas. money that 
coidd be sent home to their fami- 
lies in the souih<entral'Me.xican 
’state of Michoacan. 

In the end, the workers accept 
the motel They have no choice. 
But it is only a temporary solution, 
.as Gonzalez saj-s. It is anybody’.s 
guess where they will end op 
before the growing season Is over. 

Times are always hard for 
Washington’s Mexican migrant 
workers whose back-breaking 
work, which generates an aver- 
age annual income of just S7,000. 
keeps fruit and vegel.iblc.s cheap 
and plentiful in America’s super- 
markets. 

But these days are especially 
hard for the mostly male workforce 
that travels to El Norte — the 
"United States — in hopes of eam% 
'ing enough to lift their fimiilies out 
.of grinding poverty biick home. 

A fierce political struggle 
omong growers, state regulators, 
labor unions and politicians is 
producing precisely the opposite 
’of what each claims as a priority: 
a decent place for migrant work- 
ers to clean up, cook their meals 
and bv their heads at day’s end. 

They agree on just one point. 
None can recall a time when it was 
indre difficult for a migrant worker 
jiHt to find a spot to build a camp- 
fire and roll out his blankets 
much less a permanent structure 
‘with running \mter and toilets. 

The story is similar in other 
states where migrants pick crops..

It is mainly the possible ]>ollu- 
lion of streams and groundwater, 
a source of drinking water for 
some residents, that concerns the 
Health Department now. l-'ecal 
coliform bacteria has been 
detected in the groondwtiier. 
People who drink contaminated 
water risk having diarrhea and 
stomach troubles, among other 
symptoms. Hut so far, no illnesses 
have been linked to contaminat- 
ed drinking water at Cascade 
Reservoir. 

About 3()0 trailers, cabins and 
expensive vacation homes are in 
the growing area. 

“This is a project that has hit a 
pitfall,’’ Marty Jones, environ- 
mental-health sujtervisor at the ' 
Health Department, e.xplained to 
the hoard Friday. 

The Health Depanment cannot 
enforce its original deadline 
because staff put off collecting 
information needed to issue per- 
mits to residents who must 
upgrade their septic .systems. 
Since 1994. the department has 
refused to issue any new permits 
for septic tanks. 

I’ermiis have been issued only 
for replacement systems that are 
pressurized or for holding tanks. 
Tliat strategy was intended to cut 
down on water contamination 
until all the homes could be 
luKlked up in a sewer system.

100 points higher or lower on a daily baas. 

But beyond the time of year and some pricey 
market condition.s, the parallels between today 
and the pre-crash setting of 1987 are somewhat 
sketdiy. 

The dimactic event of 1987, of course, didn t 
come until Oct. 19. when the Black Monday crash 
sliced 508 points off the Dow, wiping out more 
thanpne-fifih of its value at that time.

Once upon a time, employees could 
hang around the office coffee pot or tell 
jokes^o their eubide nciglibors. With 
Internet access, many can now also peek 
at the latest Dilbcrt cartoon, check base- 
ball scores or order a shirt from L.L. 
Bean. More troublesome to many 
employers, some also can check out 
pornographic sites on company time. 

The possibilities for goofing off have 
spawned an industry of software prod-

Finally, 15 years ago. he began 
bressing it in commercial quanti- 
ties himself. 

That was the beginning of 
Grant’s Scottish .Ale, a beer Grant 
brags is the best in the ssTtrld. It is 
the flagship brew of Yakima 
Brewing and Malting Co. and of 
Grant’s Pub — the first post- 
Prohibition brewpub in America. 

Before 1982, when the pub 
opened here, federal and state 
laws prohibited the sale of beer 
where it was bretved, according 
- to Craig Bystrymski, editor of the 
trade magarine BrwvPub. 

“The whole structure after 
Proiiibition was very odd and 
cumbersome. It started with the 
idea that drinking is evil and it 
must l>e regulated in the strictest 
way possible, otherwise the peo- 
ple who make alcoholic bever- 
ages will abuse the system,’ 
Bystrynski said. 

Federal laws were changed in 
the 1970s after strong lobbying, 
and states slowly followed suit. 
Brew-pubs are still illegal in 
Mississippi and Montana. 

Bystrymski considers Grant the 
irailblazer for a booming industry 
that has mushroomed to 1,400 
brewpubs across the country, 
with the largest number in the 
Pacific Northwest, California and 
Colorado. 

“I think what happened was 
brewpubs followed a trend that’s 
a major cultural trend in 
America," Bystrynski said. 

“It’s a trend toward flavor, a 
trend toward more variety. 
People arc demanding more 
when they go to restaurants, 
when they dnnk wine and when 
they drink beer. Brewpubs are a 
natural development." 

Bom in Dundee, Scotland, and 
reared in Toronto, Ontario, Grant 
got his start in the beer industry at 
age 16 as an analytical dicmist at 
Canadian Breweries Ltd. in 
Toronto. He had two job offers 
when he graduated from a techni- 
cal hi^ ^ool shortly before the 
end of World War n — to watk as a 
gold assaycr or learn to ba*«v beer. 

Grant notes that he “could 
havu corned MUCH more money 
05 a gold assaycr." 

He enjoys recollections of his

“Five years before it was legal 
for me to drink, I was tasdng 100 
beers in a day*. Oh, it was a terri- 
ble job, but sometvody bad to do 
it," Graiit said, a wide smile 
bri^tening his faim.

He's been both an example and 
a teacher for othcrsavho want lo 
break into the industry-.

“The thing 1 was proud of is 
that the first 5-barrcl batch tasted 
the same as the last 5-gaIlon 
batch," Grant said. 

His background in brewing 
.research tqught him the impor- 
tance of chemically analyzing the 
beer to easurc consistent quality. 
“I think it’s important. It shows ,

Federal workers enjoy booming C-fund

WASHINGTON — Imagine 
what it v\-ould feci like to have 
been invested in a lox-dcfcrrcd, 
no-load fund that has returned 
belter than 50 percent over the 
past 12 months? 

If you arc a federal worker, 
chances are you know what it 
feels like to ride the bull market. 
Most feds are now investing regu- 
huly in their Thrift Sav-ings Plan, 
and most have at least some 
money in the stock index Cfund 

New data from the Federal 
Retirement Thrift Investment 
Board shows that for the 12- 
monih period ending in July the 
C-fund return was a staggering 
51.88 percent. The C-fund tracks 
the S&P 500, which has been 
going up and down — but most- 
ly up — for the past several 
years. 

By contrast, workers with 
money- in the F-fund (bond indoc) 
of the the TSP, Uncle Sam’s in- 
house 401k plan, enjoyed a rate 
of return of 10.64 percent for 
most recent 12 month period. 
During the same time frame, the 
return for the super-safe G-fund 
(guaranteed US. treasury- secxiri- 
ties) was 6.95 percent. 

Thanks to big returns over the 
past several years, the Gfund has 


now become the largest fund in 
the TSP. At the end of July ihc C- 
fund was worrh $273 billion dal- 
lais. The G-fund was wonh S24.4 
bUlioo. and the F-fund was wonh 
$2.7bBlraa. 

Despite its steady, high 
rcniTiis, some investors cominuc 
to attempt to time the market- 
guesting wbcQ it has peaked or is 
heading for the bottom-based oo 
very tiion-tcnn results. In Mardi, 
for example, ibc high-flying fund 
had a bad tingle month. It lost 
4.13 percent. Thousands of 
investors reacted nervously by 
pulling money out of the C-fund 
and investing in the safer G-fund. 
But in ApriL the Cfund bounced 
back with a 6 percent return, 
p r om pting some investors to put 
their money- back in. In May, the 
fund returned 6.07 percent, 4.45 
percent in June and 734 percent 
lag month. 

In calendar year 1996 the C- 
fund return was 2285 percent. In 
19^ it w-as 37.41 percenL The G- 
fund returned 6.76 pcrcnct in 
1996 and 7.03 percent the year 
before. In 1996 the F-fund 
returned 3.66, and in 19% it was 
1831 percent. :• 

While some investors panic 
each rime a fund dips, a growing 
number of workers are shifting 
more of both their rxisring funds 


and future payroll allocations 
into the C-fund. Workers can 
move existing funds from one 
account to another anytime, but 
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up in the product. You can ana- 
lyze for changes and detect them 
much sooner than you can taste 
them," Grant said. 

In 1995, Grant sold both the 
brewery and the pub — tvherc spe- 
cial batches of bein' arc still brewed 
regularly in his origi^ fivo-banel 
kettle — to Woodinville-bascd 
Scimson Lane, the parent company 
of Chateau See. Michelle winery 
among others. 

He is still chief brewer and 
oversees all phases of the beer- 
making, but the brewery needed 
an influx of capital to keep grow- 
ing, Grant said. 

“We were increasing our sales, 
but not really fast enough to keep 
up with the indusny. Wc had to 
have more marketing expertise 
and more marketing dollars so wc 
decided to scU," he sold. 

He considers it an advantage to 
have sold to Stimson Lane rather 
than aiiy of the major breweries 
that made him offers over the 
years. 

“Being a winery, they're not 
going to be coming in like 
Anheuser-Busch would come in 
and say, 'IVcU, you could do this 
cheapttf* or 'You could hit a wider 
marker by doing this.’ 

"They just leave the beer the 
way it is," Grant said. 


-Big-brewers^., 
reject Grant’s 
favorite beer 

YAKIMA. Wash. (AP) — The 
history of the nation’s first post- 
Prohibition brewpub has become 
an industry legend. 

Brewmaster Bert Grant mod- 
estly confirms the story, but lets 
others tell the tale of how ho 
offered his best beer to the big 
boys and was rejected year after 
year. 

He eventually’ got fed up and 
went to work in the hop industry, 
pioneering new methods of man- 
ufacturing better hop extracts, 
which are used to make beer. 

And it was here in Central 
Washington, where most of the 
nation's hops are' grown, that 
Grant finally staned selling his 
own beer 15 years ago. 

Here’s the story from Jim 
Parker, former director of the 
Assodacion of Brewers based in 
Boulder, Colo.: 

“Part of what drove him out of 
the brewing business and into 
the hops business was his dissat- 
isfaction with the monotonous 
beer that most breweries were 
making 

"When he ran the pilot brew- 
ery for Carling (a subsidiary of 
Canadian Breweries Ltd.), eveiy 
year they’d say, 'Do you have any 
new products to bring out?’ 

“Each year, he’d bring out the 
same beer and say, 'It’s the best 
damn beer in the world.’ 

“All the executives would 
agree. But the marketing people 
would say, 'But Bert, it’s darker 
than our regular beer. Will peo- 
ple know it’s beer?’ 

“And sales- people pointed out 
there were three different malts 
and four types of hops going into 
the beer. 'But that’s expensive, 
Bert. Can’t you make it with one 
malt and one type of hops?’ 

“And he’d roll his eyes and go 
back to the pilot brewery" 
hlany years later, Grant served 
his favorite beer — the same 
recipe he’d promoted for so 
many years — at a 1981 Yakima 
Enological (wine) Sodety meet- 
ing. 

“They all went, “Bert, why 
can't I buy something like this in 
the store? It’s so good!’ 

“He explained, and they all 
said, 'Let’s open a brewery and 
make it.' 

“And that’s Grant’s Scottish 
Ale."

in suburban areas. 

Only 18 states regulate check cashers 
and only 12 impose caps on the fees they 
charge, according to the Consumer 
Federation. 


“No area of financial services is in 
greater need of effective consumer pro- 
tections," said Jean Ann Fox, the group’s 

_ director of. consumer protection. 

Andrew Edson, a spokesman for tRc 
National Check Cashers A.ssociation, had 
no immediate comment. Tlie trade group 
has said previously that many consumers 
prefer tlic convenience of.dicck-cashing— 
outlets, which arc often open longer 
hours than banks. 

In addition to cashing checks, selling 
money orders and making short-term 


loans, the businesses also accept pay- 
ments of utility bills, distribute welfare 
checks and food stamps, and sell money 
tran.sfers,_telephono debit.card.s,postage_ 
stamps and lottery tickets. 

Some check cashers have threatened 
customers with criminal bad-check 
charges when they have failed to make 
good on the checks, M.S. Fox said. 

Some states ban such cash-advance 
loans. The consumer group called for a 
ban on “payday" loans that do not com- 
ply with state caps on interest rates.

In 
1991, Harlan brought 
in Ron Wolf to be the 
general martager. and 
Wolf, in turn, 
brought in Mike 
Holmgren to be the 
head coach. 

Wolf brought judgment to the 
equation, an uncanny abifity to spot 
players in college or in the NFL who 
would fit the Packers’ needs and system. 
He sought character as well as courage. 
Holmgren brought the keen strategic in- 
stincts of a former quarterback who had 
studied under a master. Bill Walsh of 
the San Francisco 49crs. “You have to 
be knowledgeable." says Holmgren. 49. 
“or the players will .sec through you." 

Wolf and Holmgren knew they need- 
ed a quarterback and agreed that the one 
they wanted was languishing on the 
bench of the Atlanta Falcons.

Do you consider re> 
search on human em> 
bryos to bo ethicaJP 
—Ron Petrarca, 
Washington, O.C. 

This is a dilemma. I find 
experimentation on human 
embryos to be both ethically right 
and wrong, depending on which 
ethical system is used. From u 
standpoint of profc-ssional (in this 
cose, scientific) ethics, such re- 
.search appears to be perfectly oc> 
ceptable. Human cadavers are 
routinely used in scientific re- 
search, and human embryos (that 
arc already dead) don’t seem dif- 
ferent in on ethically signiricani 
way. Moreover, the end result 
could be overwhelmingly po.Hi- 
live for humonkind. 

But from a'stnndpoint of |»f- 
sono] (in this cose, moral) ethics, 
a problem arises. Human cm- 
biyos ore clearly incapable of 
giving their consent the way hu- 
man adults may simply donate 
their bodies to science if they 
wish. Does this incapacity enti- 
tle society to appropriate their 
cadavers? If so. we may argue 
that we should be able to appro- 
priate ail other human cadavers 
from people who were just as 
clearly incapable ofgiving their 
cottsent. such os people who had 
been living in a vegetative phys- 
ical state or even people who 
merely had been mentally ill. 

One way out of this dilemma 
is through the consent of others. 
Just os the parents of a teenager 
who dies in a motorcycle accitot 
con donate hLs organs, so could the 
parents of an embryo be able to do- 
nate it to benefit others someday. 

Another way out— for the indi- 
vidual scicnti.st-^Lstbask himself 
or herself: "Docs society strongly 
encourage all individu^s to give 
the consent that would result in 
my ability to do this research?" 
If the answer is “yes," I think 
one’s conscience can be clear.

But today, at 33. he 
proudly displays his degree in psychol- 
ogy from Tulane University. made 
the difference? Patterson said his stay in 
Alabama’s prison drug-rehab unit saved 
his life. "In tegular rehab, os soon as you 
go home, there’s somebody offering you 
free dope, ten^xing you," he cxplainttL “It 
took me almost two years before I could 
figure out all the stuffl needed to figure 
out — my childhood problems and my self- 
esteem situation. Now I can control my 
environment. I got the help 1 needed." 

Alabama has 40 drug-rdiab units and 
one entire prison, in Gayton. devoted 
exclusively to drug treatmenL “It’s de- 
programming." said Lcigh-AIlyson 
Benton, who works in the prison-rehab 
program. "It’s changing the way the 
criminal addict looks at every situation. 
We confront every negative behavior, 
no matter how small. Say somebody re- 
fuses to clean up his area. Well, that per- 
son has to wear a sign around his neck 
to exaggemte and remind him or her of 
that behavior. We constantly make them 
aware of alHnappropriote such 

a.s defiance, self-pity, entitlement and 
aqogance. We’re wu^ on them, and if 
they buck the program, they’re out." 

It worked for Tommy Fulltf. Addicted 
to hard drugs for 1 7 years, Tammy shop- 
lifted hundi^ of dollars of merchandise 
every week. Hnolly. afla three convic- 
tions. she was sent to drug rehab at Julia 
Tutwiler State Prison in Wetumpka. Ala. 

"! thought I didn't need it, but 1 didn’t 
want to serve the full sentence," she said. 

"! W0.S in total denial. But then I met my 
counselor, and die made sense. Plus, they 
dnig-tcsicd a few times a week, so every- 
body had to stay clean.” Fuller, now 35 
and clean for six years, has earned a BA. 
from Troy State University and works os 
an adrninistiadve assistam in Moritgornciy. 

Alabama'fi-coerced-ireatment-pro — 

gram scenu to be working for others os 
well. Dr. Fricsen pointed out that the 
parole failure ntc for those who have 
undergone in-prison dnig rehabilitation 
is nearly 20 percent lower than the rale 
for those who did not go through the 
program. "It is quite remarkable," he 
said, “that a group of [formerly] drug- 
I addtctcdcriminalsisdoingbcticron pa- 
role than those who come in clean." 

' Dexter Manley, Tammy Fuller and 
Gary Patterson are proof that rchabili- 
I taiion in prison can work. "Most addicts 
are hopeless and desperate." said Pat- 
I terson. “Forcing them to confront their 
illness gives them a way out of a dc- 
I grading, self-destructive life. It gives 
them a solution.” IB
